They contrive, rack their inventions, diſ- 
turb their reſt, and even hazard their lives in all manner of dan- 
gers, both by ſea and land; yea they leave no ſtone unturned 
that they may live in the world, and at the ſame time have little 
or no Contrivance to die well: God and their ſouls are neg- 
lected, and heaven and eternal happineſs are diſregarded; 
Chriſt and his religion are deſpiſed—yet molt of theſe very men 
intend to be happy when they come to die, not conſidering that 
there muſt be great preparation in order to die well. Nea there 
is none ſo fit to live as thoſe that are fit to die; thoſe that are 
not fit to die axe not fit to live. Life and death are nearly con- 
nected ; we generally own that it is a great and ſolemn thing 
to die. But I ſay again, how little do mankind realize theſe 
things? They are buſy about the things of this world as if 
there was no death before them.

equal ſorrow and grief. A man and his wife who have lived 


together in happineſs for many years ; that have comforted each 
other in various changes of life, muſt at laſt be ſeperated ; one 
on the other muſt be taken away firſt by death, and then the poor 
ſurvivor is drowned in tears, in ſorrow, mourning and grief, 
And when a dear child or children are taken away by death, the 
bereaved patents are bowed down with ſorrow and deep mourn- 
ing. When Joſeph was ſold by his brethren unto the Iſhma- | 
elites, they took his coat and rolled it in blood, and carried it 
to their father, and the good. patriarch knew it to be Joſeph's 
coat, and he concluded that his dear Joſeph was devoured, by .

At the ceffation 
of natural life, there is an-end of all the enjoyments of this 
life: there is no more jey nor forrow ; no more hope nor fear, 
as to the body; ao moze contrivance and carrying on any-bu- - 
fineſs; no more merchandizing and trading; no more farm- 
ing; no more buying and {eHing ; no more building of any 
kind, no more cantrizance at all te live in the world; no more 
flatteries nor frowns from the world; no more honor nor re- 
proach; no more praiſe; no more good report, nor evil report;

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| Under this propoſition I ſhall endeayour to ſhew, what this. 
life and happineſs 1s. 

The life that is mentioned | in our text, begins with a Fir- | 
tral life: it is the life of the ſoul, a reſtoration of ſoul from 
fin to holineſs, ſrom darkneſs to light, a tranſlation from the 
Kingdom and dominion of ſatan, to the kingdom of God's 

race. In other words, it is being reſtored to the image of 
God, and delivered from the image of ſatan. And this life 
conſiſts in union of the ſoul to God, and communion with 
God z. a real participation of the divine nature, or in the apoſ- 
tle's words, it is Chriſt formed within us; “ I live, ſays he, yet 
not I. but Chriſt liveth in me.” And the apoſtle John ſaith, 
« Godis love, and Re that dwelleth in love, dwelleth in God. and 
Bod in him.“ This is the life of the ſoul. It is called em- 
pharically life, becauſe it ſhall never have a period, but is ſtable, 
ermanent, and unchanceable; called in the ſcript: ures, ever- 

laſting life, or life eternal, And the ha pineſs of this life cons 

| fiſts in communion with, God, or in wk ſpiritual enjoyment 
of God. As much as a foul enjoys of God in this life, juſt ſo 
much of life and happineſs he enjoys or poſſeſſes ; yea, juſt ſo 
much of heaven he enjoys. A true chriſtian, deſires n other 
heaven, but the enjoyment of God: a full and e 

ment of God, is a full ar. d perfect heaven and happineſs to a 
gracious ſoul.— Further, this life is: called eternal life, becauſe 
Got has planted a living principle in the foul 3 and v 
he was dead before, now he is made alive unto God; there is 
an active principle within bim towards God, he now moves 
towards God in his religious devotions and exerciſes; is daily ;/ 
comfortably and ſweetly walking with God, in all his/ordi- 
nances and commands ; his detight i is in the ways of God; he 
breathes towards God, a living breath, in praiſes, prayers, ado- 
rations and thank ſgivings; his prayers are now heard in the 
heavens, and his praiſes delight the ears of the Almighty, and 
his thankſgivings are accepted. So alive is he now to God, that 
it is his meat and drink, yea more than his meat and drink; 
to do the will of his heavenly Father. It is his delight, his 
happineſs and pleaſure to ſerve God. He does not drag him- 
ſelf to his duties now, but he does them out of choice, and 
with alacrity of ſoul. Yea, ſo alive is he to God, that he gives 
up himſelf and all that he has entirely to God, to be for him 
and none other; his whole aim is to glorify God in all things, 
whether by life or death, all the ſame to him. 5 

We have a bright example of this in St Paul. After he 
was converted, he was all alive to God; he regarded not him 
ſelf, but was willing to ſpend, and be ſpent in the ſervice of 
his God; he was tated, reviled, defpiſed, laughed at, and 

called by all manner of evil names; was ſcourged, ſtoned and 


impriſoned; ;—and all could not {top his activity towards Got. 
3 
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He would boldly and couragiouſly go on in preaching the goſ- 
pel of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, to poor, loſt, and undone ſin- 
ners; he would do the work God ſet him about, in ſpite of 
all oppoſition he met with, either from men or devils, earth or 
hell; come death, or come life, none of theſe things moved 
him, becauſe he was alive unto God. Though he ſuffered 
hunger and thirſt, cold and heat, poverty and nakedneſs by day 
and by night, by ſea and land, and was in danger all ways; yet 
he would ſerve God amidſt all theſe dangers. Read his amaz- 
ing account in 2 Cor. xi. 23. and on, DELL 
Another inſtance of marvellous love towards God, we have 
in Daniel. When there was a proclamation, ſent by the king, 
to all his ſubjects, forbidding them to call upon their gods, 
for thirty days; which was done by envious men, that they 
might find occaſion againſt Daniel, 'the ſervant of the Moſt 
High God; yet he having the life of God in his ſoul, regarded 
not the king's decree, but made his petitions to his God, as 
often as he uſed to do, though death was threatened to the- 
diſobedient. But he feared not the hell they had prepared; 
the den reſembled hell, and the lions the devits. Thus 
Daniel and Paul went through fire and water, as the com- 
mon ſaying is, becauſe they had eternal life in their ſouls in an 
eminent manner; and they regarded not th:s life, for the cauſe 
and glory of God. And thus it has been in all ages with true 
Chrittians. Many of.the fcre-fathers of the Engliſh, 1n this 
— culatry, had this life, and are gone the ſame way that the 
holy prophets and apoſtles went. Many of them went through 
all manner ot ſufferings for God ; and a great number of them 
are gone home to heaven, in chariots of fire. I have ſeen the 
place in I. ondon, called Smithfield, where numbers were burnt 
to death for the religion of Jeſus Chriit*. And there is the 
ſame life in true chriſtians now in theſe days; and if there 
ſhould perſecutions ariſe in our day, I yerily believe, true 
chriſtians would ſuffer with the ſame ſpirit and temper of mind, 
as thoſe did, who ſuffered in days paſt. ” — 
We proceed to ſhow, that this life which we have deſcribed, 
is the ſree gift of God, through Jeſus Chriſt our Lord. 
Sinners have forfeited all mercy into the hand of divine juſ- 
tice, and have merited hell and damnation to themſelves ; for 
the wages of fin is everlaſting death, but heaven and happineſs 
is 2 free gift; it comes by favour; and all merit is excluded:

and there is nothing in us that can tecommend us to the favour 

of God; and we can do nothing that is agreeable and accept- 
Able to God; and the mercies we enjoy in this life, are alto- 
gether from the pure mercy of God; we are unequal to them. 

' Good old Jacob cried: out, under a ſenſe of his unworthineſs, 
„» J am leſs than the leaſt of all thy mercies, we, have no- 
thing to give unto. God, if we eſſay to give all the ſervice that we 
are capable of, we {hould give him nothing but what was his 
ewn, and when we give up ourſelves unto God, both ſoul and 

| body, we give him nothing; for we were his before; he had 

right to do with us as he pleaſed, either to throw us into hell, 

or fave us.— There is nothing that we can call our own, but 

* our ſins; and who is he that dares to ſay, I expect to have 

heaven for my ſins! for our text ſays, that the wages of ſin is 
death. If we are thus unequal and unworthy of the leaſt mercy 
in this life, how much more are we unworthy of eternal life? 
yet God can find it in his heart to give it, And it is altogether 
unmerited ; it is a free gift to undeſerving and hell deſerving 
finners of mankind : it is altogether of God's ſovereign good 
pleaſure to give it. It is of free grace and ſovereign mercy, and 
from the unbounded goodnefs of God; he was ſelf-moved 
to it. And it is ſaid, that this life is given in and through the 
J. ord Jefus Chriſt. It could not be given in any other way, 
but in and through the death and ſufferings of Chrift ; Chriſt 
himſelf is a gift, and he is the chriſtian's life. For God 
fo loved the world, that he gave his only begotten Son, that 
' Whoſoever believeth in him ſhould not periſh, but have ever- 
Jaſting life.“ The word ſays further, For by grace ye are 
ſaved, through faith, and that not of yourſelves, it is the gift 
of God.” This is given through Jeſus Chriſt our Lord; Chriſt 
obtained it with his own blood, by the influence of his ſpirit 
he prepares us for it; and by his divine grace preſerves us to 
it.

the holy law of Jehovah, call aloud for the deſtruction of your 
mortal life; God ſays, Whoſo ſheddeth man's blood, by 
man ſhall his blood be ſhed.” This is the ancient decree of 
heaven, and it is to be executed by man; nor have you the 
leaſt gleam of hope of eſcape, for the unalterable ſentence is 
paſt ; the terrible day of execution is come; the unwelcome 
guard is about you ; and the fatal inſtruments of death are now 
made, ready; your coffin and your grave, your laſt lodging, are 
open ready to receive yo. „ 
Alas! poor Moſes, now you know, by ſad, by woful expe- 
rience, the living truth of our text, that the wages of fin is 
death. You have been already dead; yea twice dead: by na- 
ture ſpiritually dead, and ſince the awful ſentence of death

Should God come out 
againſt you in ſtri& juſtice, alas! what could you ſay for your- 
ſelf? for you have been brought up under the bright ſun-ſhine, 
and plain, and loud ſound of the goſpel ;- and you have had a 
good education ; you can read and write-well ; and God has 
given you' a good natural underſtanding: and therefore your 
ſins are ſo much more aggravated. You have not ſinned in 
ſuch an ignorant manner as others have done; but you have 
ſinned with both your eyes open as it were, under the light, 
even the glorious light'of the gofpel of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt.

Qutward reformation is ſuch, that in one village there bath not been 
an Inſtance of an Indian drunk theſe fix months. On Lord's Days 
Mr. Kirkland is often employed without any conſiderable intermiſſion 
from morning to evening, and can hardly command leiſure for neceſ- 
fary refreſhment ;, and often on other days ſpends ten hours in preachs 
Ing, catechiſing and private religious converſation with the many'who .. 
come to unfold to him the diſtreſſes of their ſouls, and to aſk inſtruce | 
tion in chriſtianity. , Their hunger for the bread of life, permits not 
bis ſending them empty away. Frequently they have enjoyed much 
of God's preſence in public worſhip: It was remarkably ſo on January 1, 
2787, when they were diſturbed with Pagan Indians diſcovering their 
joy for the New Year, by firing of guns, and inviting the Chriſtians to 
an idolatrous dance, for which there was not a ſufficieut number 
through their refuſal. Irritated at Mr Kirkland, to whom they aſ- 
ecribed the diſappointment, four Indian youths conſpired. to murder 
dim that night, which was diſcovered, and by the great care of ſome 


this, and at an Indian Council that week, three of the youths expreſ- 
ted their penitence, and the fourth ſent his apology. Tbeſe appears 
ances have ſtruck ſome of the Tuſcarara and Onondaga tribes.

Indian, By theſe means I acquired the knowledge of 
that language, and a great facility in ſpeaking it: it 
became more familiar to me than my mother tongue. I 
knew the names of ſome things in. Indian, which I did 


not know in Engliſh: even all my thoughts ran in Ite 
dian; and though the true pronunciation of the language 


is extremely difficult to all but themſelves, they acknows 
ledged that I had acquired it perfectiy; which, as they 
ſaid, never had been acquired before by any Anglo-Ame- 


rican, On account of this  acquift tion, as well as on

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account of my ſill in their language i in general, I received © 


From them many compliments, applauding my ſuperior

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HE language, which is now the ſubje of obſerva- 
tion, is that of the Mubbekanertu, or Stockbridge 
Indians. They, as well as the tribe at New London, are, 
by the Anglo- Americans, called Mobegant, which is a 
corruption of Mubbekandetu*, in the ſingular, or Mub- 
hekaneot in the plural. This language is ſpoken by all 
the Indians throughout New England. Every ttibe, as 
that of Stockbridge, of Fatmington, of New London, &e. 
has a diffetent dialect ; but the language is radically the 


fame. Mr. Elliot's trariflatton of the Bible is in a particular 


dialect of this language. The dialect followed in theſe 


obſervations, is that of Stockbridge. This language ap- 


pears to be much more extenfive than any other language 


in North-America. The languages of the Delawares, in 
Pennſylvania; of the Penobſcors, bordering on Nova- 
Scotia; of the Indians of St. Francis, in Canda; of the 
Shawaneſe, on the Ohio; and of the Chippewaus, at the 


weſtward of Lake Huron, are all radically the fame with 


the Mohegan, - The ſame is ſaid concerning the languages 
of the Ottowaus, Nanticooks, Munſees, Menomonees, 
Meſliſaugas, Saukies, Ottagaumies, Killiſtinoes, Nipegons, 


Algonkins, Winnebagoes, &c. That the languages of the 


ſeveral tribes in New-England, of the Delawares, and 
of Mr, Elliot's Bible, are radically the ſame with the 
Mohegan, I aſſert from my own knowledge. What 1 
aſſert concerning the language of the Penobſcots, I have 
from a gentleman in Maffachuſetts, who has been much 
converſant among the Indians. That the ay of 
the Shawaneſe and Chippewaus is radically the fame with 


the Mohegan, I mall endeavour to ſhnew. My authorities

In this particular, the 
ſtructure of the language coincides with that of the He- 
brew, in an inſtance in which the Hebrew differs from all 
the languages of Europe, antient or modern. However, 
the uſe of the affixed pronouns in the Mohegan language, 
is not perfectly ſimilar to the uſe of them in the Hebrew. 
As in the Hebrew they are joined to the ends of words 
only, but in the Mohegan, they are ſometimes joined to 
the ends, ſometimes to the beginnings, and ſometimes to 
both.

A conſiderable part of the appellatives are never uſed 
without a pronoun affixed. The Mohegans can ſay, my 
father, nsgh ;. thy father, kogh, &c. &c. but they cannot 
ſay abſolutely father. There is no ſuch word in all their 
language. It you were to ſay ogh, which the word would 
be, if ſtripped of all affixes, you would make a Mohegan,” 
both ſtare and ſmile, The Tame obſervation is applicable 
to mother, brother, ſiſter, ſon, head, hand, foot, &c, in fliort, 
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to thoſe things in general which neceſſarily in their natural 
ſtate belong to ſome perſon. A hatchet is ſometimes 
found without an owner, and therefore they. ſometimes 
have occaſion to ſpeak of it abſolutely, or without refer- 
ing it to an owner. But as a head, hand, &c. naturally 
belong to ſome perſon, and they have no occaſion to ſpea 
of them without referring to the perſon to whom they 
belong; fo they have no words to expreſs them abſolutely. 
This I preſume is a peculiarity in which this language 
differs from all languages, which have ever yet come to 
the knowledge of the learned world. 25 
The pronouns are in like manner prefixed and ſuffi xed 
to verbs. The Mohegans never uſe a verb in the infinitive 
mood, or without a nominative or agent; and never uſe 
a verb tranſitive. without expreſſing both the agent and 
the object, correſpondent to the nominative and accuſative 
cafes in Latin, Thus they can neither ſay, 2 love, nor 
love, thou giveſl, &c. But they can fay, I love thee, thou 
iveſt him, &c. viz. Naqubwhunuw, I love him or her;

In Mohegan, the fame is exprefled by u or aw, and by 66: 
as ndubwhunuw, I love him; pumiſſoo, hE walketh. The 
ſuff x, to expreſs our or us in Hebrew, is uu; in Mohegan, 
the ſuffi x, of the ſame ſignification, is nub; as nogbnub, 
our father; nmeetſehnuh, we eat, &c. ET EO cs 
How far the ule of prefixes and ſuffixes, together with 
theſe inſtances of analogy, and perhaps other inſtances, - 
which may be traced out by thoſe who have more leiſure 
go towards proving, that the North American Indians are 
of Hebrew, or at leaſt Aſiatic extraction, is ſubmitted to 
the judgment of the learned. The facts are demonſtrable: 
concerning the proper inferences, every one will judge for. 
himſelf. Fo the modern Armenian language, the pronouns 
are afixed*, How far affixes are in uſe among the other 
modern Afiaticz, I have not had opportunity to obtain 
information. It is to be deſired, that thoſe who are in- 
formed, would communicate to the public what informa- 
tion they may poſleſs, relating to this matter. Perhaps,

by ſuch communication, and by a compariſon of the 
languages of the North- American Indians, with the 
languages of Aſia, it may appear, not only from what 
quarter of the world, but from what particular nations, 
theſe Indians are derived. | 

It is to be wiſhed, that every one who makes a voca- 
bulary of any Indian language, would be careful to notice 


the prefixes and ſuffixes, and to diſtinguiſh accordingly. - 


One man may aſk an Indian, what he calls hand in his 
language, holding out his own hand to him: The Indian 
will naturally anſwer, kni/, 1. e. thy hand. Another man 


will aſk the ſame queſtion, pointing to the Indian's hand. - 


In this caſe, he will as naturally anſwer, aniſt, my hand. 
Another may aſk the ſame queſtion, pointing to the hand 
of a third perſon. In this caſe, the anſwer will naturally 
be un;/e, his hand. This would make a very conſiderable 
diverſity in the correſponding words of different voca- 
bularies ; when, if dus attention were rendered to the 
perſonal prefixes and ſuffixes, the words would be the 
very ſame, or much morefmikir; I A 
| The like attention to the moods and perſonal affixes o 


the. verbs is neceſſary. If you aſk an Indian how he ex- 


preſſes in his language, to go, or walk; and to illuſtrate 
your meaning, point to a perſon who is walking; he will 

tell you pumiſſoo, he walks. If to make him underſtand, 
_ you Walk Nane his anfwer will. be, kpumſeb, thou 
walkeſt. you illuſtrate your meaning by pointing to

walk. If he take you to mean go or walk, in the im- 
perative mood, he Will anſwer pumiſſeh, walk tou. 
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
